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REMARKS 

The statement by the Examiner that claims 13, 15, 26 and 28 contain allowable 
subject matter is gratefully acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 9, 11, 14, 19, 24 and 27 have been amended. Claims 12, 13, 17, 25, 26 
and 30-63 have been canceled in this paper. Claims 1-11, 14-16, 18-24 and 27-29 are 
pending in the present application. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the original 
claims and other claims in this application and in other applications. 

The drawings stand objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) for allegedly failing to 
show all of the features of claim 17. The objection is respectfully traversed. Claim 17 
has been canceled solely to further the prosecution of the application. Accordingly, the 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

The drawings also stand objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 
1.84(p)(5) because they include reference characters 370, 372 (Figure 3) that are not 
described in the specification. The objection is respectfully traversed. Paragraph [0009] 
of the specification has been amended to refer to reference characters 370, 372 
illustrated in Figure 3. No new matter has been introduced by this amendment. The 
concerns raised in the Office Action have been addressed by the amendment to 
paragraph [0009]. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the objection be 
withdrawn. 

Claims 19, 21, 24, 25, 27 and 29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Bamji. Claims 1-5, 10-12, 14, 16-18, 20 and 22 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bamji. Claims 6-9 and 23 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bamji in view of Tamagawa. 
Claims 13, 15, 26 and 28 stand objected to as being dependent upon respective rejected 
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base claims, but are otherwise allowable. The rejections and objection are respectfully 
traversed. 

Claims 1 and 19 have been amended to recite allowable subject matter in 
accordance with the Office Action. Specifically, claim 1 has been amended to include 
the patentable subject matter from claim 13 (including the limitations from intervening 
claims) and claim 19 has been amended to include the patentable subject matter from 
claim 26 (including the limitations from intervening claims). Claims 1-11, 14-16 and 18 
depend from claim 1 and are allowable along with claim 1 for at least the reasons set 
forth in the Office Action. Claims 20-24 and 27-29 depend from claim 19 and are 
allowable along with claim 1 for at least the reasons set forth in the Office Action. In 
addition, claims 12, 13, 17, 25, 26 have been canceled to further the prosecution of the 
application. Accordingly, the rejections and objection should be withdrawn and the 
claims allowed. 

In view of the above amendment, Applicant believes the pending application 
is in condition for allowance.
